When  tlie  sinner  is 
awakened,  and  bejiins  to  inquire  wliat 
lie  shall  tin  to  be  saviul,  anti  these  doe- 
trincH  are  held  up  to  him,  ihey  iliscour- 
a^e  him,  and  prevenr  his  attending  to 
the  subject  of  religion. 

.V.  What  do  llu'se  doctrines  discc-ur- 
age  the  sinner  from  doing  r 

I*,  From  using  any  endeavors  to  ob¬ 
tain  religion. 

,M.  Ought  not  t'.ie  sinner  to  be  dis- 
A’onraged  from  sinning  against  (ukI  ? 

1*,  Cerlaifdy.  Iiut  is  he  sinning  a- 
gainst  God  while  he  is  endeavoring  to 
obtain  religion  ? 

J/.  While  the  sinner  is  endeavoring 
to  obtain  rellgimi,  as  you  call  it,  is  he 
<lill  a  .Vinner,  or  lias  he  become  a  saint  r 

P,  lie  is  still*  a  sinner.  He  has  not 
yet  obtained  religion.  He  is  only  seek¬ 
ing  it. 

.*/.  'Fhen  y(,u  have  answered  your 
own  question.  He  is  still  a  sinner.  He 
has  not  yet  embraced  religion.  He  has 
not  yet  repented  of  sin.  He  has  not  yet 
exercised  faith  in  (  hrist.  He  has  not 
yet  begun  to  love  tiod.  And  if  he  has 
no  repentance,  nor  faith,  nor  love,  he  has 
no  religion.  He  has  no  moral  goodness 
— whatever  he  does  of  a  moral  nature  is 
sin.  And  you  say,  he  ought  to  be  dis¬ 
couraged  from  sin. 

P.  Is  it  a  sin,  then,  to  pray  for  re¬ 
pentance,  and  faith,  and  love  to  God? 

What  is  prayer  ? 

P,  **  Prayer  is  the  oflcringiip  of  our 
desires  unto  God  for  things  agreeable  to 
his  will,  in  the  name  oj'  Christ,  with  con¬ 
fession  of  our  sins,  and  thankful  acknow¬ 
ledgement  of  his  mercies.” 

Jl.  Very  well.  It  is  essential  to  pray¬ 
er,  then,  that  there  should  be  holy  de¬ 
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sire.s;  but  the  siiir.er  has  no  holy  defies. 

It  is  es>!ential  to  j  raver,  that  it  «ihoul<i  be 
in  the  naiue  of  Christ;  that  is  by  faith 
in  Christ  ;  but  the  .sinner  has  no  faith  in 
Christ.  It  is  essential  to  prayer  that  our 
sins  should  be  confessed  :  but  sins  can¬ 
not  be  truly  confessed,  unless  they  are 
repented  of;  and  the  sinner  lias  no  re¬ 
pentance  for  sin.  It  is  impossible,  there¬ 
fore,  for  the  .-inner  to  pray,  while  lie  con¬ 
tinues  a  sinner.  'I'he  sinner  never  prays. 
What  he  calls  prayer,  has  no  love  to  (iod 
in  it,  no  repentance  for  sin,  no  faith  in 
Christ.  It  is,  therefore,  no  prayer  at  all. 

H  isonlv  mocking  Gml. 

y\  oiild  you  tell  the  awakened  sin¬ 
ner,  then,  that  lie  has  no  desire  to  obtain,  I 
religion  ? 

A/.  No.  He  has  a  selfish  desire  to 
obtain  it,  for  the  sake  of  its  advantages. 

Hut  a  sellisli  desire  is  a  wicked  desire. 

He  has  no  desire  to  obtain  it,  for  its  own 
sake.  All  his  seeking, and  striving,  and 
endeavoring,  is  wholly  selfish,  and  there% 
fore  wholly  sinful ;  and  he  ought  to  be 
di.scoiiraged  from  sin,  as  you  ailmit. 

P.  '1  his  is  more  discouraging  still.— 
You  tell  the  sinner  he  is  exposed  to  the 
wrath  of  God,  and  ready  to  drop  into 
hell.  And  when  he  begins  to  realize  his 
danger,  and  to  seek,  and  strive,  and  en- 
diMvor  to  escape,  you  tell  him  that  all 
this  seeking  and  striving  is  sin,  and  tliat 
he  mast  not  sin.  What  is  this  but  tel¬ 
ling  him  to  sit  dow  n,  and  do  nothing  r 
Ibit  1  rejoice  that  when  the  sinner  is  ef¬ 
fectually  awakened, you  cannot  persuade 
him  to  sit  down  and  do  nothing.  He 
will  seek,  and  strive,  and  endeavor,  and 
you  cannot  prevent  him  by  all  your 
preaching. 

t  V.  I  know'  that  you,  and  some  others, 
are  in  the  habit  of  ])utting  this  construc¬ 
tion  upon  what  I  say  about  the  doings  of 
the  awakened  sinner;  but  it  is  extreme¬ 
ly  uncandid.  Because  I  tell  the  sinner 
I’.e  must  not  do  one  wrong  thing,  you 
conclude  that  of  course  I  mean,  he  must 
do  another  wTong  thing.  Because  !  tell 
the  sinner  he  must  not  commit  a  sin  of 
one  kind,  you  conclude  1  mean,  he  inusi 
commit  a  sin  of  another  kind.  \Miat 
can  be  more  uncandid? 
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V.  Well — if  this  is  not  your  meaning,  I 
what  is  ? 

JSL  I  mean  that  he  must  not  do  any 
wrtm;; — that  he  must  not  commit  any 
sin  of  any  kind.  The  path  to  Imaven  is 
a  straight  and  narrow  road.  One  enmk- 
ed  patn  turns  out  on  the  one  hand,  an¬ 
other  crooked  path  turns  out  on  tlie  oth¬ 
er  haiid.  The  stupid  sinner  neglects 
the  subject  of  religion — he  turns  out  of 
the  right  path  on  the  one  hand.  The  a- 
wakened  sinner  attends  to  the  subject  of 
religion  in  his  own  way.  He  seeks,  and 
strives,  and  endeavors,  as  you  call  it — 
b"t  he  does  it  all  from  pure  selfishness-^ 
he  turns  out  of  the  right  path  on  the  other 
hand.  Now,  when  the  minister  of  the 
go.-spel  meets  the  sinner  in  one  of  these 
crooked  paths,  and  warns  him  of  the  sin 
and  <langer  of  going  on  in  it,  how  un¬ 
reasonable  it  is,  for  him  to  conclude,  that 
the  minister  means  of  course  that  he 
must  take  the  other  crooked  path.  1  t»*ll 
him  that  he  must  not  take  another  step 
in  either  of  tliese  crooked  paths,  lie 
must  forsake  every  false  way,  ami  go  in 
tlie  straight  and  narrow'  path  that  leads 
to  life — he  must  repent  and  believe  in 
Christ — he  must  give  God  his  heart ;  and 
till  he  does  this,  he  never  takes  a  single 
step  towards  heaven — till  he  does  this,  he 
does  nothing  but  sin.  And  if  the  preach¬ 
ing  of  any  particular  doctrine  tends  to 
discourage  the  sinner  from  going  on  in 
any  false  way,  if  it  tends  to  convince 
hiin  of  the  sin  and  danger  of  so  doing, 
and  of  the  necessity  of  going  in  the 
straight  and  narrow  road,  that  is  the  best 
doctrine  that  cun  be  preached  to  him. 
It  is  the  most  ])rofitable,  and  the  nmst 
likely  to  save  his  soul.  1  have  no  doubt 
that  the  doctrine  of  election  has  this 
tendency;  and  therefore,  I  conclude, 
that  your  objection,  so  far  from  being  a 
reason  for  its  not  being  preached  in  the 
time  of  a  revival,  is  a  good  reason  w  by 
it  sliould  be  preached,  and  preached 
clearly  ami  plainly,  so  that  every  sinner 
may  see  its  bearing  upon  his  own  case, 
and  Ik‘  made  to  feel  it  like  a  flaming 
swonl  pointed  at  his  own  breast. 

What  is  your  third  objection  ? 

P,  My  third  objection  against  preach¬ 
ing  these  doctrines  in  the  time  of  a  re¬ 
vival,  is,  that  they  are  unpopular.  A 
great  portion  of  your  hearers  are  al- 
wayi  displeased  with  tlieiii ;  and  it  tends 


to  prevent  them  from  attending  upon  your 
preaching,  and  drives  them  from  the 
house  of  God.  And  by  displeasing  your 
hearers,  it  ilestroys  your  influence,  and 
consequently  your  opportunity  to  do 
good.  If  you  wish  to  benefit  your  hear¬ 
ers,  you  must  gain  their  confidence ; 
and  you  cannot  gain  their  confidence, 
and  induce  them  to  hear  you,  if  you  are 
always  presenting  these  odious  and  un¬ 
popular  subjects. 

•^1/.  I  know'  that  these  doctrines  are 
unpopular;  I  know  that  many  are  dis¬ 
pleased  witli  them  ;  but  I  see  not  how 
this  proves  that  these  doctrines  ought 
n\»t  to  be  preached  Do  you  think  that 
men  are  naturally  the  friends  of  Go<l? 

P,  No.  They  are  naturally  his  ene¬ 
mies.  None  are  his  friends  but  those 
w'ho  are  reconciled  ;  and  muie  are  re¬ 
conciled,  but  those  whose  hearts  arc 
changed. 

*1/.  If,  then,  men  are  naturally  the 
enemies  of  God,  they  will  of  course  be 
disj)leased  with  his  character,  whenever 
it  is  clearly  brougiit  into  view.  Ami 
they  will  he  displeased  with  every  ti  uth 
which  brings  the  divine  character  into 
view.  And  if  !nen  are  naturally  the  en¬ 
emies  of  God,  they  will  he  displeased 
with  his  requiremtiils,  tliey  will  be  «!is- 
pleasetl  with  the  terms  of  reconciliation 
which  he  ])roposes;  tliey  will  bo  dis¬ 
pleased  witli  every  truth, and  every  duty. 
When  men  arc  stupid,  they  may  hear 
truth  and  duty  urged  upon  them,  and 
not  feel  displeased,  because  they  do  not 
feel  at  all.  But  when  they  are  awaken¬ 
ed,  an<l  compelled  to  attend  to  these 
things,  when  any  trutli  or  duly  is  plainly 
and  pointedly  urged  ujion  their  con¬ 
sciences,  they  will  be  displeased  ;  and 
if  it  is  faithfully  and  continually  done  by 
the  preacher,  they  will  be  greatly  <lis- 
jileased.  If,  therefore,  the  preacher 
must  not  displease  his  hearers,  he  must 
not  urge  any  truth  or  any  (luty  upon 
them  ill  such  a  manner  as  to  reach  theii 
consciences. 

P.  But  you  cannot  benefit  your  peo¬ 
ple  by  your  preacliing,  unless  you  cau 
induce  them  to  hear  you.  If  you  preach 
these  doctrines,  you  will  drive  away 
your  hearers. 

JSI,  This  may  be  the  case  in  individ¬ 
ual  instances,  but  as  a  general  thing  1  da 
not  think  it  true.  I  believe  tiiat,ia  gen-

«>ral,  tlie  minister  who  preaches  faithfully 
and  plainly,  is  quite  as  likely  to  have 
hearers,  as  lie  who  keeps  back  the  truth 
for  fear  of  §ivin^  olVence.  Hut  if  it  does 
drive  away  the  hearers,  what  then  ?  must 
he  refrain  from  delivering  his  message, 
because  men  are  unwilling  to  hear  it  r 
Does  not  (iod  command  him  to  deliver 
Ids  messayje,  wliether  men  will  hear,  or 
whether  they  will  forbear?  God  will 
take  care  of  the  consequences.  The  du¬ 
ty  of  the  minister  is  plain,  lie, is  to  de¬ 
clare  file  whole  counsel  of  God:  and  if 
men  will  not  hear  it,  if  tiiey  will  turn  a- 
wav  tlieir  ears,  if  t’ney  will  ^o  on  to  per- 
di»ion,  tlieirbioofl  w  ill  be  upon  their  own 
heads.  Hut,  how  amay/my,  is  the  res- 
ponsibilify,  whicli  that  minister  takes  np- 
o!i  himself,  who  keeps  back  the  inessaj^e 
of  God,  for  fear  of  giving  olVente,  and 
sutlers  his  people  to  ^o  on  in  their  false 
security,  till  they  peiish  forever  ! 

r.  Hut  it  is  surely  important  that  a 
minister  should  y;ain  the  confidence  of 
his  people,  if  he  hopes  to  do  them  ^ood. 

.1/.  It  is  desirable  that  a  minister 
shouhl  enjoy  the  confidence  of  his  people. 
Hut  what  confidence  can  tliey  place  in 
the  man  who  violates  his  most  solemn 
en;5a‘^ements,from  the  love  of  popularity  ? 
Men  in  general  are  not  so  destitute  of 
discernment,  as  not  to  perceive  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  a  faithful  and  an  un¬ 
faithful  minister.  '1  hey  can  see  when 
he  b  ildly  and  fait'ifully  discharges  his 
duty,  fearless  of  consecpiences,  and  w  hen 
he  basely  ilesorts  his  post,  and  ciimin- 
ally  shrinks  from  his  duty,  from  the  fear 
of  man.  It  is  a  common  saying,  that 
men  love  tlie  treason,  but  detest  tlie  trai¬ 
tor.  I  should  not  place  much  reliance 
upon  that  esteem  and  confidence  wliich 
was  obtained  by  the  abandonment  of 
ti  uth  ;  I  should  always  be  afraid  that 
the  treachery  w'ould  be  discovered,  and 
tlie  esteem  and  confidence  changed  into 
scorn  and  contempt.  I  would  rather 
endeavor  to  gain  their  confidence,  by  let- 
tins  them  see  that  I  would  be  honest  and 
faithful,  let  consequences  be  what  they 
might.  And  I  should  expect  that  the 
confidence  gained  by  that  means  would 
be  more  solid  and  permanent,  and  afibrd 
more  pleasure  in  the  calm  momeuts  of 
reflection.

CASK  OF  REV.  MR.  TEN  ETCK. 
Extracts  fi’om  the  .Minutes  of  the  G'  n* 
oral  Sijnnd  of  the  Dutch  Ueformed 
Church t  at  their  Sessions  in  Jilbanyt 
October^ 

Thk  Committee,  on  the  minutes  of  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  report, 

Tliat  they  find  on  the  minutes  of  said 
Synoil,  the  following  particulars,  which 
they  deem  nece^sa^y  to  be  attended  to 
by  General  Symxl,  at  its  present  session. 

Tlie  case  of  the  Rev.  C.  Ten  Eick,  in 
the  tol lowing  words,  viz. 

'I’hat  in  conformity  with  an  injunc¬ 
tion  of  tlie  Particular  Synod,  making  it 
the  duty  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomerv, 
to  labor  w  ith  the  Rev.  Conrad  Ten  Eick, 
and  endeavor  to  convince  him  of  his  er¬ 
rors.  He  has  been  written  unto  by  some 
of  the  Ministers  of  said  Classis,  to  which 
he  returned  an  answ'er  in  the  following 
words  :  “It  is  the  wish  of  my  friend* 
t»)  have  my  views  of  the  atonement,  as  it 
respects  the  electing  decree  of  God.  I 
can  give  it  in  a  few  words.  Although, 

I  believe  the  atonement  of  Christ  to  be 
an  expedient  ilevised  by  infinite  wisdom, 
ami  fully  sufficient,  as  to  its  merits  to 
save  the  whole  of  the  human  race,  did  it 
comport  with  the  will  of  God  ;  still,  1  be¬ 
lieve,  that  not  one  of  the  human  family 
w  ill  be  savingly  benefitted  by  that  atone¬ 
ment,  but  those  who  were  given  to  the 
Son  from  all  eternity.  I  as  firmly  be¬ 
lieve,  ^hat  there  is  an  election  of  grace, 
and  that  thev  onlv  will  be  saved,  and 
none  but  these,  as  I  believe  any  truth  in 
the  Hible.  1  also  believe,  that  not  one 
of  the  non -elect,  do  perish  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  any  defect  in  the  sacrifice  of 
Christ  upon  the  cross,  or  of  any  v/ant  of 
sincerity  of  God  in  the  otter  ;  but  wholly 
on  account  of  their  obstinate  rejection  of 
the  mercy  ottered.  Hence,  I  believe, 
that  the  perfect  sacrifice  of  Christ  is  the 
grand  foundation  upon  which  the  of¬ 
fer  of  salvation  is  imliscriminately  made 
to  all,  wherever  the  gospel  comes ;  the 
application  of  its  benefits  to  the  hearts 
and  consciences  of  sinners,  is  the  sove¬ 
reign  act  of  God.” 

The  subject  in  relation  to  C.  Ten 
Eick,  was  committed  to  A.  N.  Kittle, 
Dr.  Yates,  and  N.  J.  Marselus. 

The  committee,  in  relation  to  C.  Ten 
Kick’s  case,  reported  tl'c  following,  wliicK 
vvas  unanimously  adopted. 
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JFhpreaft,  The*  Clas?»if*  of  Montgom¬ 
ery,  in  j)iirsuance  of  tiie  direction  .n  the 
Particular  Synod,  have  ilcalt  with  the 
Rev.  I’onrad  'Pen  Kick,  relative  to  hi.s 
sentiments  on  the  subject  of  the  atone¬ 
ment,  and  have  received  an  answer  from 
him  explanatory  of  his  views,  and  satis¬ 
factory  to  them.  'I'lierefore, 

liesolved  iinanimuushf^  That  v.liile 
this  Synod  view  the  explanations  of  the 
Rev  Mr.  C.  Ten  Kick  as  perfectly  con-  i 
sistent  with  tlie  word  of  God,  and  the  ex¬ 
cellent  standards  of  our  churcli,  they  do 
at  ilie  same  time  declare  their  conviction, 
that  many  expressionsin  Mr. 'Pen  Kick's 
defence  are  hio^e  and  ecpiivocal,  and  re¬ 
commend  to  Mr.  'Pen  Kick  to  be  more 
cautious  and  circumspect  in  the  use  of 
lani»;uage  on  that  important  subject. 

The  case  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  'Pen  Kick, 
was  committed  to  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Van 
Pelt,  Cu)  ler,  Kltinj^e,  HoiV,  Coinelison, 
ami  \Vestbr(M>k. 

'Pile  committee  in  the  case  of  Mr. 'Pen 
Kick,  brouj^ht  in  the  followinji;  report ; — 

'Phe  committee  to  whom  was  referred, 
that  part  of  the  ednutes  of  the  i’articu- 
lar  Synod  of  Albany,  w’hich  relates  to 
the  case  of  the  Rev.t  '.  'Pen  Kick,  report : 

'Phat  it  appears,  from  said  min¬ 
utes,  that  individual  ministers,  belon:::- 
iny;  to  the  ('lassis  of  Monti:;omerv,  have 
written  to  him  on  the  subject  of  his  doc¬ 
trinal  sentiments,  to  which  he  has  re¬ 
plied  ;  w  hich  reply  is  recorde»l  both  on 
the  minutes  of  tlie  iMassis  of  Mont»;om- 
erv  and  the  Synod  of  Albany.  'Ph.it 
both  the  (’lassls  of  Mont;;omery,  and 
the  Synod  of  Albany,  liave  decided,  tliat 
bis  explanations  are  conformable  to  the 
word  of  God,  and  the  standards  of  this 
church,  and  satisfactory  to  them ;  and 
that  the  decisions  of  both  Bodies  are 
at  variance  with  their  decisions  on  re¬ 
cent  former  occasions.  Your  committee, 
consider  the  late  ilecision  of  the  (Massis 
of  Montj^omcry,  to  be  a  mere  modification 
of  their  decision,  when  Mr.  'Pen  Kick 
w'as  tried,  and  the  late  decision  of  the 
Synod  of  Albany,  to  be  subversive  of 
their  decision,  at  their  special  ineetinj;  in 
April  last.  I'hey  deem  the  late  <leci 
sions  of  both  Bodies  to  be  contrary  to  the 
\vo»*d  of  Goil,  and  the  standanls  of  this 
church ;  and  have  directed  their  chair- 
rvvin,  to  uflTer  for  tlie  consideration  of 
, Synod,  the  following  Resolutions. 


Hefiolved,  1.  'Phat  the  lale  d  icision  of 
the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  on  the 
case  of  the  Rev.  G.  'Pen  Kick,  as  it  res¬ 
pects  the  charv^es  preferred  against  him, 
is  to  the  Synod  nnsntisfacttn'y  ;  and  if 
rcgariled  as  a  measure  calculated  to  re¬ 
move  the  suspicions  against  him,  the  said 
Mr.  Conrad  Pen  Kick,  altogether  iiiauf- 
ficient. 

i2.  'Phat  tlie  word  oftiod,  and  tlie  stand¬ 
ards  of  this  church,  teach  us,  that  the 
Lord  Jesus  (’hrist  died  as  an  atoning  sa¬ 
crifice  only  for  tlioae  wliom  tlie  Father 
has  given  iiini,  for  wliom  in  tlie  divine 
love  and  wisdom  lie  became  the  substitu¬ 
ted  victim. 

3.  llpsith'pdy  'Phat  Mr.  'Pen  Kick's 
former  opinions,  as  on  the  subject  of  the 
atonement  contained  in  Ills  printed  de¬ 
fence,  meet  our  liecided  disapprobation. 

4.  Jlesulvpd,  'J'liat  Mr.  'Pen  Kick,  be 
now  called  upon  to^ivesusli  satisfaction 
to  this  Body,  if  in  Ins  power,  as  may  re- 
niovir  the  dillicullies  which  exist  in  bis 
case. 

'J’he  first  resolution  in  the  above  re¬ 
port  was  ad<»r>led.  'Phe  second  resolu¬ 
tion  was  ordereil  to  lieon  the  table  ;  and 
t\u' fourth  resolutian  was  taken  up. — 
V>  iien  it  was  Hpsolvt'd^  'Phat  tlie  presi¬ 
dent  of  Synod,  Dr.  Cannon,  Dr.  Fi  ndigb, 
Mr.  Sickles,  and  Dr.  Milledolor,  be  a 
committee,  to  prepare  written  (piestions. 
to  be  proposed  to  Mr,  'Pea  Kick,  by  Sy-

'I'hc  committee  reported  the  following, 
which  was  adopted. 

Vour  conioiittee,  ajipointed  to  draw  up 
a  number  of  (piestions  to  be  proposed  to 
the  Rev.  Mr.  C.'P  *u  Kick,  w'ith  a  view'  to 
ascertain  clearly,  his  sentiments  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  important  doctrines  of  the  gospel, 
beg  leave  to  submit  lh“  follow  ing  : 

I.  lias  Christ  made  atonement  for 
the  elect,  ami  for  them  only  ? 

2  Did  Christ  only  die  for  sin,  so  as  to 
niakij  it  possible  and  consistent  for  (iod 
to  extend  mercy  to  the  elect ;  or  did  lie 
die  in  their  law-place,  and  stead,  as  a 
substitute  for  tlieir  persons? 

3.  Docs  the  atonement  signify  any 
thing  more  or  less,  than  complete  recon¬ 
ciliation  ?  and  is  that  reconciliation  made 
eijually  for  all  mankind  ? 

4.  Does  the  atonement,  as  such,  ex¬ 
tend  to  all  to  whom  the  gospel  is  preach¬ 
ed  ? 
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5.  Do  you  acknow]eil;;e,  that  the  sin 
tifAilam  is  so  imputed  to  our  race,  as  to 
include  all  men  U4ider  guilt  and  condem¬ 
nation  ;  and  that  the  righ.teousness  of 
Christ,  imputed  to  the  elect,  is  the  only 
gronml  of  their  jtistilication  bcftire  (jod  r 
li.  If,  as  you  liave  said,  God  cannot 
he  sinceie  in  the  general  otters  of  the  iros- 
pel,  if  a  ilelinite  atonement  be  udmittetl, 
how  can  he  be  sincere  in  the  general  of-  !

The  abi.ve  interrogatories,  being  put 
into  l!ie  bands  of  Mi.  'IVri  Kick,  he  re-  j 
turned  the  following  answers,  in  wri¬ 
ting 

({uestinn  1.  Has  Christ  made  atone- 
inent  for  the  elect,  and  for  them  only  ? 

jliiswer.  Christ  has  died  for  t!ie  elect 
only,  as  it  respects  their  everlasting  ^itl- 
vation,  but  the  non  elect  do  receive  some 
temporal  blessings,  as  flowing  from  the 
sacrifice  of  Christ. 

.((  'i.  Did  Christ  only  die  for  sin,  so 
as  to  make  it  possible  and  consistent  for 
(iod  to  extend  mercy  to  the  elect ;  (►r 
did  he  die  in  tl'.eir  law-place,  and  stead, 
as  a  substitute  for  their  persons  ? 

jI.  'I’iie  evil  nature  of  sin  rendered  an 
atonement  necessary  ;  without  an  atone¬ 
ment  it  w(»uhl  be  impossible  and  incon¬ 
sistent  for  God  to  extend  mercy  to  any 
of  the  human  family,  but  that  he  obeyed 
tiie  law,  and  sulfered  the  curse  in  the 
room  ami  stea<l  of  his  people,  so  that  in 
virtue  of  his  atoning  saciifice,  he  has  pro¬ 
cured  for  the  elect,  faith,  and  every  sav¬ 


ing  benefit. 


({.  3.  Does  the  atonement  signify  any 
thing  more  or  less  (bun  complete  re¬ 
conciliation  ;  and  is  t'uat  reconciliation 
made  er|nall y  for  all  mankind  ? 

.J.  I  view  the  atonement  and  recon¬ 
ciliation  as  two  distinct  things;  atone¬ 
ment  removes  tin*  obstacles  in  the  way 
iif  the  sinner's  salvation,  arising  from  the 
character  of  (iod,  ai‘<l  the  broken  law. 
Keconciliationisoneofthe  benefits,  which 
«!ie  elect  believer  receives  through  the  a- 
tonement,  and  arises  from  the  covenant 
of  the  Father  to  the  Son,  that  his  people 
shall  be  willing  in  the  day  (»f  bis  power. 

tl.  4.  Does  the  atonement  as  such  ex¬ 
tend  to  all  to  w  horn  the  gOv-^pel  is  preach¬ 
ed  ? 

I  believe  that  the  atonement,  in  it- 
lelf  considered,  separate  from  the  pur- 


I'.ose  of  God,  is  absolutely*  sufficient  for 
the  salvation  of  the  whole  world,  and 
on  this  sufficiency  is  founded  the  com- 
mand  ;  go  and  preach  tlie  gospel  to  every 
creature  ;  and,  therefiue,  it  is  the  duty 
of  every  man,  where  the  gospel  comes, 
to  belicA’c,  and  for  unbelief  tliey  are  just¬ 
ly  condemned,  and  not  for  the  want  of 
sufficiency  in  the  sacrifice  of  Christ,  but 
viewing  the  atonement  as  it  respects  the 
purpose  of  God,  it  is  limited  to  those  only 
who  shall  receive  the  liurd  Jesus  Christ, 
by  a  living  faith. 

({.  5.  Do  you  acknowledge  the  sin  ol 
Adam  is  so  imputed  to  our  race,  as 
to  include  all  men  under  guilt  and  con- 
deouiation  ;  and,  that  the  rigliteousnes!* 
of  Christ  imputed  to  the  elect,  i»the  only 
ground  of  their  justiticatiun  before 
God  r 

wi.  I  believe  this  doctrine  with  my 
whole  heart.* 

The  follow  ing  additional  question  was 
put  to  Mr.  Ten  Kick,  to  which  he  made 
the  subjoined  reply. 

({.  I  low  do  you  reconcile  temporal 
blessings  to  the  non -elect,  as  proceeding 
from  ihe  atonement,  with  indeiinite 
atonement  ? 

J,  The  following  view  of  Witsius 
meets  my  views,  ami  1  think  will  give 
satisfaction  to  Synod. 

“  'I'lie  suretyship  and  satisfaction  of 
Christ,  have  also  been  the  occasion  of 
much  good  to  tlie  reprobate.  For  it  is 
ow  ing  to  tlie  death  of  C'lirist,  tliat  the  gos¬ 
pel  is  preaclied  to  every  creature  ;  that 
gross  hlolatry  is  abolished  in  many  parts 
of  the  world  ;  that  beHi>li  impiety  is 
mucli  restrained  by  the  fliscipline  of  the 
word  of  liod  ;  that  they  olilain  many  and 
excellent,  though  not  saving  gifts  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  ;  that  they  have  escaped  the 
[  pullutions  of  the  world,  through  the 
knowledge  of  the  Lord  anti  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ;  and,  who,  in  sliort,  can 
enumerate  all  those  blessings  which  they 
enjoy,  not  by  accident  only,  beside  the 
intention  of  God  and  Christ,  hut  by  tlie 
determinate  purpose  of  Gotl.”  Vol.  1,  p. 
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If  this  is  not  satisfactory,  I  would  ob¬ 
serve,  that  fallen  angels  have  no  res¬ 
pite  from  misery — no  day  of  grace — no

offers  of  salvation— -no  temporal  enjoj- 
inent — but  arc  reserved  under  cliains 
of  darkness,  ike.

Rksoiced,  'That  the  above  decisions  be 
put  liito  the  hands  (d‘  Mr.  Ten  Kick,  and 
th  :t  he  be,  ami  hereby  is  re(|uested  to 
give  more  clear  an<l  definite  answers  to 
those  (|uesti*ms  which  are  declared  to  be 
unsatisfactory. 

The  preceding  resolution  being  car¬ 
ried  into  efiect,  Mr.  IVn  Kick  presented 
the.  following  explanations: 

In  iny  answer  to  the  secoml  ipiestion, 
1  did  not  mean  to  co'ivey  the  idea  that 
(Christ  'died  for  sin  in  the  ab-^tract,  but 
that  the  evil  nature  of  sin  rendered  an 
atonement  intlisponsably  necessary, 
and  that  without  such  an  atonement,  it 
was  impossible  fi»r  (io*l  to  extend  oowey, 
even  to  the  elect.  By  t!»e  words,  he 
obeyed  in  the  ro)m  and  stea*l  of  Ins  j»eo- 
ple  ;  I  meant,  a»nl  do  mean  convey 
the  idea  of  substitution  ;  which  doctrine 
I  fully  believe. 

In  the  third  answer,  I  mean  to  be  un¬ 
derstood  <!islinctly  to  say,  I  <lo  not  view 
atonement  ami  reconciliation  the  same, 
for  the  reasons  already  given.  But  if 
this  Synod  view  them  as  one,  ami  the 
same  thing,  1  can  truly  aflinn,  that  re¬ 
conciliation  is  not  equally  made  for  all, 
for  then  all  would  be  saved,  if  they  were 
all  reconciled. 

In  the  fourth  answer,  J  viewed  the 
words  as  such  in  the  (jue.stion  to  have 
reference  to  the  nature  of  tlie  atonement. 


in  itself  considered,  and  as  jwich,  I  a»><^ 
swered  it,  I  believe  correctly.  By  the 
words,  separate  from  the  purpose  of  God, 
in  the  first  part  of  the  answer,  I  mean 
the  same  as  is  in  the  last  part  of  the  an¬ 
swer,  an<l  both  to  have  reference  to  tho 
design  ot  God,  as  to  whom  he  w  ill  save 
by  tlie  atonement.  The  sufficiency  of 
the  atonement,  1  conceive  arises  from  the 
dignity  of  ('hrist's  character,  as  God  and 
man,  ami  the  virtue  and  infinite  value 
of  his  surterings.  In  my  answer  to  this 
question,  I  had  reference  particularly  to 
the  Canons  of  the  Synod  of  Dort,  which 
fully  meet  my  views  on  the  subject  of 
atonement. 

In  tlie  sixth  answer,  f  do  not  intend  to 
convey  <he  iilea  that  any  ever  will  be 
»sive<l  besi*le  the  elect ;  but  I  also  mean 
to  convey  the  idea  that  there  is  no  other 
inqiossihdity  but  such  as  arises  from  their 
corrupt i*m  and  their  total  depravity, 
which  prevents  their  salvation.  When 
I  say  (iod  is  umler  no  oblig.ation  t<i  save 
a  single  sinner,  I  mean  that  salvation  is 
of  free  grace  to  the  sinner,  and  whaterer 
claims  the  Son  may  liave  on  the  Fatlier, 
t<»  tiic  reward  promised  him,  we,  as  sin¬ 
ners,  must  appn»ach  the  throne  of  grace 
not  ns  claimants,  but  ar^  snp|diants: 
“  (iod  be  merciful  to  me  a  .-inner.” 

tyiiereupon  Ucsolvt'd^  'I'iiat  Mr.  Ten 
Kirk's  expl.itiatiofi  of  his  scc<nid  answer, 
be  tleemed  satisfactory. 

Itcsfdved,  That  Mr.  Ten  Klckhs  ex¬ 
planation  of  his //tin/  answer,  taken  in 
connexion  with  \\U  first  answer,  is  sat- 
isfartorv. 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Ten  Kick's  ex- 
planatioti  oi'  W\s  fourth  answer,  is  satis- 
fact*>ry. 

Resolved,  'I’hat  the  several  answer? 
an<l  explanations  given  by  Mr.  Ten  Kick,, 
be  ndened  to  the  same  committee  who 
*lrafte<l  the  fjuestions.  Dr.  (Cannon  was 
exense*!  from  serving  on  the  committee, 
and  Mr.  De  Witt  w'as  adiled  to  it. 

'J'he  committee  n*porte»l,  ami  their  re¬ 
port  wasadiipted,  and  is  as  follows  :

Mr.  Ten  Kick,  henceforln  to  declare  liiin- 
self  on  the  subject  of  the  atonement,  con¬ 
formably  to  tlie  views  expressed  by  ^ht^ 
General  Synod  on  this  occasion. 

the  dccisiims  contained  in  the 
precediu}^  reportt  the  fu,:oivin^  protest 
was  entered : 

The  undersigned  solemidy  protest 
against  the  above  decision,  in  the  case 
of  the  ll**v.  ('unrad  'I'en  Kick,  because, 
in  our  opinion,  he  has  not,  not  even  in 
his  answers  and  explanations,  disav(*w- 
cd  the  ei  ronetms  doctrines  o!i  the  subject 
of  the  atonement,  advanced  and  main¬ 
tained  in  his  printed  defence  ;  and  also 
because,  in  our  opinion,  his  conduct  in 
propagating;  error,  merits  more  than  mere 
reproof  from  this  liody,  while  the  Rev. 
M  essrs.  Jones  and  Amerman  are  contin¬ 
ued  under  suspension  for  refusing  to 
have  (’lassical  intercourse  with  the  Rev. 
Conrad  Ten  Kick,  and  those  who  have 
sided  with  him,  in  approving  his  erro¬ 
neous  doctrines.

ROM  BAY  MISSION. 

The  idolatrous  natives  in  this  neigh¬ 
borhood  are  willing:  to  hear  the  gospel, 
acknowledjie  the  reasonableness  ami  ex¬ 
cellence  of  its  gi  eat  principles,  and  con¬ 
fess  tlse  folly  and  absurdity  of  their  ow  n 
religion.  The  American  Missionaries 
have  been  able  to  |‘repare  books  for  the 
vast  nopululion  among  whom  they  are 
placed,  calculateil  to  lead  tiie  mind  grad¬ 
ually  into  the  know  ledge  of  divine  trui:.. 
In  almost  every  village  some  one  can 
read  ;  and  all,  who  are  able  to  read,  very 
gladly  receive  books,  and  promise  to 
make  know  n  the  contents  to  their  neiijh- 
bors  and  friends.  By  issuing  tracts  and 
school  books  replete  with  heavenlv  wis¬ 
dom,  and  by  preparing  large  portions  of 
the  scriptures,  which  have  been  some 
time  in  a  course  of  circulation, they  have 
already  done  mucii  for  disseminating  the 
good  seed. — ^Missionary  Ilerntd. 

CEVl.ON  MISSION. 

The  mission  is  now,  so  far  as  its  friends 
and  the  Christian  public  can  judge,  in  a 
favorable  state  for  ra])id  advancement 
hereafter.  The  inissionaries  who  have 
been  longest  on  the  island,  can  preach 
and  converse  familiarly  in  the  vernacu¬ 
lar  language  of  the  country.  Several 
young  men  who  have  become  hopefully 
pious  under  their  ministry,  act  as  inter¬ 
preters  to  the  missionaries  lately  arrived, 
and  as  catechists  and  schoolmasters ; 
ami  will  ultimately  become,  as  is  hojied 
and  presumed,  faithful  preachers  of  the 
gospel  to  their  countrymen. 

Mr.  G  arrett  who  arrived  in  August., 
18‘20,  designed  to  be  employed  in  the 
service  of  the  mission  as  a  printer,  ha» 
received  peremtory  orders  from  the  gov¬ 
ernment,  to  take  his  final  departure  w  itb- 
in  tluec  months.— i ft. 
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PALESTINE  MISSION. 
Snuirnat  tJ^ov,  22,  182((. — Messrs 
Fisk  ami  Parsons  write  they  had  return- 
e<l  from  a  short  tour  in  Asia  Minor: — 
They  left  Smyrna  Nov.  I,  travelled  800 
miles  ;  visited  among  <»ther  places,  Pcr- 
gamos,  'I  hy.atira,  Sardis,  and  Philadel¬ 
phia  ;  sold  and  gave  away  21  bibles  or 
testaments,  and  distributed  1,300  reli¬ 
gious  tracts. — Ib. 

SANDWICH  ISLANDS  MISSION. 

Owhijhee,  %'lpril  12. — Rev.  Mr.  Thurs¬ 
ton,  Dr.  Holman,  with  their  wives, 
Thomas  Hoopoo  and  William  Te?in(»e, 
landed  and  took  up  their  residence  at 
Kirooah.  (in  tlie  19th  of  April,  the  oili¬ 
er  missionaries  landed  with  their  elVects 
at  Hanaroorah  in  Woahoo.  "I'liey  were 
kindlv  w'elcomed  to  tiie  islands  bv  A- 
inencen  and  British  sea  captains,  and 
other  temporary  residents — w  ere  accom¬ 
modated  witli  houses  till  they  sliould  be 
able  to  possess  houses  of  their  own,  and 
.speedily  entered  upon  the  regular  labors 
of  their  mission.  The  state  of  the  mis¬ 
sion  is  extremely  encouraging.  Many 
signal  interpositions  of  Jhovidence  in  its 
favor  have  already  been  experienced, 
and  should  be  gratefully  commemora¬ 
ted.  The  missionaries  are  received — 
the  natives  arc  w  illing  to  be  taught — tlie 
voice  of  prayer  ami  jiraise  is  heard,  and 
the  truths  of  the  gospel  are  communica¬ 
ted. 

2. — Messrs.  M'hitney  and  Rug- 
gles  sailed  in  the  Thaddeus  for  Atooi,  to 
introduce  George  P.  Tamoree  and  our 
business  to  his  father.  When  he  enter¬ 
ed  the  door,  tlie  king  rose  from  his  sofa, 
and  afliectionately  clasped  his  son  in  his 
arms,  saluted  him  after  the  manner  of 
the  country,  ami  wept  in  silence  ;  both 
MTre  unable  to  speak  for  several  min¬ 
utes  ;  otliers  could  not  suppress  their 
tears.  The  king  at  Icngtli  observed  that 
the  arrival  of  Hoomehoome  (which  is  the 
real  name  of  George)  made  his  heart  so 
joyful  that  he  could  not  talk  much  that 
dav.

Loomis^  dated  Hanaroorah^  #Voi’.  1.5, 
1820,  to  .Vr.  IVilliam  ff  'iliiamSf  ed 
itor  of  the  Utica  Sentinel: 

'riiough  we  have  not  met  with  any 
conversions  at  these  isles,  yet  the  natives 
in  general  evince  an  earnest  desire  to  be 
instructed  in  the  truths  of  nwelation ; 


and  some,  we  have  reason  to  believe,  are 
under  deep  convictions,  and  in  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  charity  not  far  from  the  kingdom 
of  God.  On  the  9th  of  August,  at  the 
request  of  Rrymakoo  (commonly  called 
Mr.  Pitt)  the  prime  minister  of  the  na¬ 
tion,  1  left  Mrs.  Loomis  and  the  mission 
family,  to  go  to  'Faeliigh,  in  0»vhy!n*e, 
for  the  jmrpose  of  instructing  him  ^iod 
his  family.  At  Taehigh  I  met  witii 
good  success  in  teaching,  and  ha\c!)ro't 
with  me  to  this  place,  all  my  scholars, 
except  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pitt;  they,  too, 
win  be  here  shortly. 

“  We  h  ave  at  present  in  our  family  12 
or  14  native  children,  and  in  our  school 
between  40  and  50  scholars.*’ 

FOREIGN  MISSION  SCHOOL. 

'riie  present  number  id’ pupils  is  tw  en 
ty  seven — lour  from  the  v'^an  lwich  Isl¬ 
ands,  one  from  Otaheite,  one  Malay, 
eight  Cherokees,  two  Choctaw's,  three 
of  the  Stockbridge  tribe,  two  Oneidas, 
one  Tuscarora,  two  Caughnaw’agas,  one 
Indian  youth  from  Pennsylvania,  ami 
three  youths  from  our  ow  n  country. 

United  JMissionarif  Societijt 

Held  its  annual  meeting  May  9,  in 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Romevn’.s  church,  N.  V. 
From  the  report  we  find  that  the  socie¬ 
ty  has  greatly  extended  its  operations, 
and  that  its  labors  have  boon  attended, 
as  far  as  results  have  been  ascertained, 
with  singular  succe.ss. 

'i'he  missionary  spirit  seems  rapidly' 
to  increase,  and  the  expenditures  of  th'* 
society  have  greatly  increasiMl  ;  yet  con¬ 
tributions  and  donations  luive  increased 
in  more  than  an  equal  ratio.
